_ ROME OF THE PLAGUE.

M. shed-l-Mokuddus, or Meshed the Holy, the 
ma-t sacred Moslem city ln the world alter 
Mecca Itenlf, 1s now the Asiatic home of cholera, 
writes a carrer pondent ofthe New York Trtuse. 

Not macy Foropean visitors ever reach this 
holy clty af Persia, and none are even allowed 
In appro-ch the temole containing the tomb of 
Rez. The mytiads cf the faithful go there 
yearly, and it is now the place where cholere {ts 
chiefly propogated, and from which it Is carried 
{ity ather Avivte countries and into Europe 
tteelf hy wry of Russia. 

No one who Is net» Motlem Is allowed to go 
anywhere near the ‘boly tomb, So far ay can 
be cheetved froma distance the entire stroctore 
—ome, Arum, mivare's and all—{s covered with 
gold. Other shrines near by are eltded,, or 
patnied yel’ow or blue, One of the finest was 
built by the daughter-In-law of Timour Leng, 
and othe:s were the work of the famous Nadir 
Shah, ‘The whole city is probably four miles in 
circumference, and is surrounded by a mud wall 
aith numerous round towers. 

There is a stream of water flowing through 
the centre of the clty, brought by canal s con- 
siderable distance, It serves as the common 
open sewer of the city, and as the bathing place 
for nll the faithful who wish to visit the shrine. 
Tt also coppliés the population with water for 
drinking and all other purposes. Hence ft ts 
easy to sce how cholera has made the place its 
home. ae 

Such fs the famous city of holiness and disease 
frem which neasly all cholera epidemics of late 
years have proceeded, But not only are the 
conditions there most favourable to the propaga- 
tlon of the plagus, bot the funeral customs that 
prevail throughout Persia seem to have the 
same end in view. A dylng mao, be his disease 
choleva or anything else, lics on a mattress on 
the fl or, surrounded by a dezen ora score of 
relatives and friends, The doctors ply thelr 
remedies, ‘but in valn. A wild dervish applles 
charms ard amulets, but in valo, ‘The wife sits 
by the pillow, veiled and weeping, holding to her 
husharad’s nostells a bit of mud or plaster torn 
from the wall and wetted wlth some aromatic 
liquid, The doors and windows are shat tight 
Adez*n pipes fill the alr with tobacco smoke, 
and from a huge urn cups of steaming tea are 
drawn.and pasced about. Aga last resort they 
Killa fowl and place it, warm and bleeding, at 
the dying man's feet, But even. this proves 
unavailing, and he presently breathes bis fest 5 

Then the widow leaves the bedside and a 
priest takes her place, He fills the mouth, cars 
and nositlls of the corpse with molstened cotton 
woo), composes the limbs and places a cup of 
waler by the pillow. Then he reads alond some 
passages from the Koran, while all the others 
loudly testify that the man was a good and tue 
follower of the Prophet, Another priest goes 
‘upon the roof and at the top of his volce recites 
other passages from the Koran, thus announcing 
to the neiphbours and to all passers-by that the 
man {s dead, | 

The burlsl ‘always occurs within twenty-four 
hours of the death, The coffin le placed upon a 
bler, ard: the relatives contend with each other 
for the honour of bearing itto the grave, Thisis 
esteeni-d a great privilege {n all Mahommedan 
countries, The graveyard is a bare spot outside 


the town, the home of the jackal and the hyena. | 


There are no waving cypresses asin Turkey, 
A few small shrines mark where some holy men 
have keen {nterred. Grotesque stone flons of 
Hfe size mark the graves of those who were 
ewartlors ; while little square niches a yard’ high 
contain highly coloured pictares of unwedded 
youths, or of those slain in war. 

The whole of the attendants of the funeral are 
entertained at dinner at the houre of the deceased. 
The mourning is continted for a short perlod—a 
few days or a month, according to the wealth of 
the family, Then another lavish exercise of 
hospitality and a dole to the poor take place 5 
and this {s the algn that the days of mourning 
are over. - . 

Oflen among the rich or religious the body Is 
merely placed in some mosque or shrine as 
“ amanat”—that {s to say, on deposit, 

After some months, or weeks, or years, ft fs 
wrapped in thin felt and dispatcbed with hundreds 
of others by male caravan to Mesbed to be burléd 

near Imam Raza;-or to Kerbela to He beside 
the blessed Hossein. In travelling in Persia one 
frequently meets these caravans, ‘Two or even 
four coffins are strapped on each mule, They 
stop at.caravanserles over olght, and in all 
respects are treated as though they carried only 
common merchandise. But as transuitters of 
contagious diseases, such as the cholera, they
